Chang discloses in figures 2 and 3A a non-volatile semiconductor memory 
device comprising a semiconductor substrate (14), a pair of p-type impurity diffused 
region (20 and 22), a floating gate (26) with a tunnel insulating layer (34), and a p-type 
impurity diffused control region (36).
